an influence not only on the body, 
but also on the mind. Some, in- 
deed, may affect to treat (his with 
ridicule, and the strong and robust 
may scarcely lie sensible of any 
minute changes which the slate of 
the wealhei may produce on their 
systems, but the more sensitive and 
susceptible again are fully alive to 
the fads ; so much so, indeed, as lo 
become in some measure living 

barometers. 

Who has not, in sonic pari of his 
life at least, experienced the de- 
pressing effect of a dull and muggy 
rainy day on which he felt his na- 
tural prerogative to bo "out of all 
sorts, " or who, on Hie contrary, has 
nol fell the exhilaration of dr\ air 
and a bright, glowing sunshine?

Duo group consists 
of the three leading English Gener- 
als aud the other of the three load- 
Ing Boer Gkmerats, Each group oc- 
cupies a special alcove, and the two 
groups face each other from op- 
posite sides of the Central Hall of 
the .Museo. In the British group 
Qeneral Roberts occupies the cen- 
ter, in full military uniform. On 
one side stands Gen. Kitchener in 

civilian dress, and on the other 

Gen. Buller. The three Generals 

are apparently in consultation. 
Hack of them are English Sags. 

In the Boer group President 
Eruger is the central figure. His 
dress is simple black and is repro- 
duced exactly from the suit he wore 
jusl prior lo the beginning of the 
war. Lpon a little table in front 
ol him is his long niersch.auni pipe. 

This pipe is an exceedingly valuable 

one and many visitors tried to take 
it up I'm closer examination. Hut 
like many Other valuable curios in 
the Museo, it is securely fastened 
down. At one side of President 
Kruger *t mda (ion. Oronje ami on 
the other Hon. Jsubert. Both are 
dressed ill t he simple cost nine ol t he 
Boers, Hack of the group is a huge 
Boer (lag, whioh strangely contrasts 
with the Kiio|j>h .lack on the op- 
posite side of the Hall. Altogether 
the two groups aie worthy of care- 
ful examination. The pose of the 
figures is excellent, and every detail 
has been so ouotully carried out 
that the real figures would not look 
more life-like. Many other ad- 
ditions have been made to the wax 
collection at the Museo, and many 
hours can be pleasantly and profit- 
ably passed among the hunoieiis of 
wax groups ami figures repiesenting 

historical scenes and personages for 

ages past. Every steamer whioh 
arrives from Europe brines new 
moving pictures for the Museo, 
consisting not only of war pictures 
from South Africa, but also In- 
teresting scenes from all foreign 
countries, including wonderful 
mysterious pictures from Paris. 
Moving pictures are shown oaoh 

hour during the afternoon and 

evening, and the Museo has such 
a large collection that a different 
series is shown each hour. The 
afternoon and evening conceits 
remain a feature and are appreciat- 
ed by all lovers of music.

Some thousands oi my country- 
men have been UfOOd enOUjjh to 
point out in the public prints 
during the past year certain " mis- 
representations ol labor" in my 
" Man with the Hoc," and alter 
having read for tewlve months what 
those critics say I meant to say in 
the poem, it seems to me that 1 may 
be allowed lo express my own 
opinion on this and some kindred 
matters. 

The hoeman of my poem do 
mean every man with a boo 
Thoieau hoed his bean field. lie 
says that when his hoe tinkled 
against the stones Hie music echoed 

to the woods and sky, and was an 
accompaniment to bis labor that 

yielded an instant and immeasur- 
able crop. Thotv.au as a hoeman 
could gathei this spirit u rai harvest 
because he had the upward looking 
and the light, the music and the 
dream 1 did not mean i'horeau. 

Foutlee.n years ago I came upon 
a small print of Millet's picture of 
the hoeman, and it at once struck 
my heart and imagination. It was 

then Ilia! I jotted down I ho rotlgh 
" field notes" of mv poem. Lor 
years I kept the print on m\ wall 
and the pain of it in my heart . 
And then ton years ago' I chanc- 
ed upon the original painting it- 
self. 

1 soon realized that Millet puts 
before us no chance toiler, no mere 
man of the fields. No; this stunned 
and stolid peasant is the type of 
industrial oppression in all lauds 
and in all labors. Wo might lie a 
man with a noodle in a Wvv Yoik 
sweat shop, a man with a pick in a 
West Vii'oinia coal mine, a man 
with a hod in a London alley, a 
man with a spade on the banks of 
the Zuyder Zee. 

The hoeman is the symbol of be> 
(rayed humanity, the toilet ground 
down through ages of oppression, 
through ao.'s of social injiist 
He is the man pushed away from 
the land by those who fail to use 
the land, till at last he has become 
,# serf, with no mind in his inn- 
and no heart in his handiwork. He 
is the man pushed back and shrunk- 
en by the special privileges con- 
ferred upon the few 

The hoeman is the efflgj of mm, 

a being with no outlet to his life, 

uo uplift to his soul — a beiug with 

no time to rest, no lime to think, 

no time to pray, no time foi the 

mighty hopes that make us men. 

His battle has nol confined to his 

own life; it extends backward in 

grim and shadowy outline through 

his long train of ancestry, lie was 

seen of old RmOUg the brickmakors 

ypl, among the millions who 

lilted wearily the walls of Ilium, 

who carved the pillars of Karnak 

and paved the Appian Way. He is 

soon to-day among the stooped, 

silent toilers who build London and 

beautify her tombs and palaces. 

Do 1 need to say that the hoe 

poem is not a protest against labor? 

No: ii Is my soul's word against 
the degradation of labor, the op- 
pression of man by man. 

I believe in labor, as some believe 
in creeds I have little respect for 
an idler, whether at the tramp end 
or at the millionaire end of the 
social octavo. Il is against the 
public good, against the economy 
of nature, for any man to bo at the 
same time a consumer and a non- 
producer. 

Those were some of the moil 
and agitations thai pressed upon 
my soul as 1 stood In the presence 
of this dread thine the accuser of 
the world. So 1 was forced to Utter 
the awe and grief of my spirit for

A ipiaint little ceremony, known 
as a ratal service, was observed in 
Ihe Queen*! remembrancer's room 
al law OOUrtS, savs the London 

Mail. 

The ceremony was a replica of 
what has taken place annually for 
al leasl six hundred years, and it 
consisted of the payment to her 

Majesty the Queen of two hat- 

chels, six horseshoes and sixty- 
one horseshoe nails, in considera- 
tion of cerlain property owned by 
the corporal ion I he city of London. 

The property consists of forge in 

Mil ford lane, St. Clement Danes, 

and nn estate In Shropshire, known 

as the " Moors." The ciislom of 
rendering these curious dues to the 
crown dales back lo the days of 

KiiiL r John, and probably before. 
Yesterday afternoon the Queen's 

remembrancer, Mr. G. F. Pollock, 
was sealed at the head of a table to 

receive the dues on behalf of tbe 
Queen. <>n another table were six 

large horseshoes, twice as large as 

present-day horseshoes ; a new keen- 

edged ax, a bright and blunt bill- 
hook, and in Chopping block played 
between two bundles of fagots. 
Half a dozen ladies and three gen- 
tlemen seated on chairs arranged In 

the form of a horseshoe walehed the 

proceedings on behalf of the general 
public. 

The " service " opened with a 

short explanation by the Queen's 
remembrancer. The tenant of the 

" Moor's " was then asked lo come 
forward and render his dues to the 

Qneen. The tenant, in the person 

ol Mr. II. Ilomevvood Crawford, 
Ihe city Solicitor, approached the 

table, bowed most gravely, and 
then took up the ax and a bundle 
oi fagots. 

Willi one blow he cut the fagots 
in half, and Ihe pieces leaped in all 

directions. " Good," said the 
Queen's rememhranoei thus fesii- 
fying to the excellent quality of the 

ax TI Ity solicitor next took 

Up the b.illhook, but it was so blunt 

that several cuts had to be made 

before the fagOtS parted. " Not so 
id, bnl ojiile good enough," re- 
in irked the Queen's remembrancer, 
and the ax and the billhook were 

formally handed over In payment 
for the privilege of owing the 

"Moors." 

The tenant <>f the forge was next 

commanded to render his due. 

Again the city solicitor gathered 
1 1 1 > the horseshoes, and carefully re- 
placed them one by one "Six," he 
said. "A good number," replied 

the Queens temembranoer. The 

nails were then slowly counted. 
"Sixty and one sixly-onc," said 
the city solicitor A maid number, 
again answered the remembrancer, 
with evident satisfaction; and the 

horseshoes and the nails became 

the property of her Majesty the 
Qneen. The city solicitor again 

solemnly bowed, and Ihe Queen's 

remembrancer gravely am <'v<\ 

that tbe horseshoes and the nails 

and the axe would be "rendered lo 

the Queen In due course If she de- 
sires to have them." The serious- 
ness of the remark caused every 
one t0 smile. 

The horseshoes and tbe nails to lit 
them, It should be explained, have 
been trotted oul for this unique 
show many, many limes, but 
Ihe axes are renewed every year. 
They are given away io some lead- 
ing citizen, providing her Majesty 
does not wani them.

OOUld these schools he n nil ed a ml 
he made branches of the institution 
at Columbus, giving the children 
primary education where it is 
possible, and transferring them to 

the institution when they have 
reached a eerlain grade. This 
need not destroy I he idenl ily of day 
Schools where I hey can tie main- 
tained by Boards of Education, but 
strengthen them bj uniformity in 

course of study anil method of in- 
struction. This is the more 
important in view of the fact that 
but tew, if any, of these schools 
cm provide lot manual training, 
owing to the small number of 

popibj in attendance, and ll ir- 

onmstances surrounding them. 
Numerous trades are taught in the 
institution which enable the 
graduates of the school lo go out 
into the world, and make school 
education which can scarcely he 
hoped for in the smaller schools of 
the Slate. We .oe quite sure if 
this plan could he adopted, that 

the management of the institution 
would look after the organization 

ol day schools in many cilies where 
they are neglected, because of lack 

of knowledge on the Boards of 

Ednoation and the parents of the 
children. In this way provision 
could he made for the education of 
all the deaf children in the Slate."
